"What was the second mistake?”’ 

‘““Recogaizing slavery in the constitution In 
the temper of pabilic opinion then peraoaps it 
could not have been otherwise, but it was never 
theless a mfstake. It should have been abolished 
then.'’ 

“What was the third error?” 

“That the coustitution did not regulate the 
Civil service of the couutry. I loox upon the con- 
ecutration of so much power in the way otf 
patronage in one bra.ca of the government as 
exceedingly dangerous. The tirst two great mis 
takes tbe war has forever settled, how the third 
will be determined is a question for the future.’

JEFF DAVISS BOK. 


"l see Mr. Davis does not agree with your view 
ot joe war and the southern question generally.’ 
‘Verlainly not. Mr. Davisand me never did 
agree as lo the character of our government He 
looks now, and always did, upon John C. Cal- 
houn as the great light of the south upon these 
problems. 1 wasa whig and never had any use 
for such doctrines as Calhoun taught and Davis 
adhered to before the war- and still maintains, 
and | have infinitely less now."’ 

“What effect will Mr. Davis's book have upon 
the south?’’ 

_“None whatever. The number of people in 
the south whoagree with the view of the war 
avd its results as expressed in Mr. Davis’s work, 
is too limited to have the slightest icfluence. It 
was very proper for Mr, Davis to write the book. 
Uur people thou, ht it due to himself as well as to 
them and the cause he represented, to put on 
record his view of the war. He has done itably 
and honestiy, but the book treats of a theory -of 
our government which has passed away. It will be 
read as would be any other account of a great his- 
torical event, but its Uneories can never again have 
® practical place in our politics. Mr. Davis 
is 49 eminently pure man, brave and generous. 
The view of the war avd of the causes which 
created it, as expressed by Mr. Davis,are naturally 
tempered with his idea that the war did not set~ 

_ Ue the questions provoking it We have a few 
others in the south who talk about our contend 
jug for the principles which Lee and Jackson 
fought, but most of them unlike Mr. Davis do not 
know the significance of their words. 

As I have said, the principles for which the 
south fought have been settled, and po people on 
@arih recoguize that fact more decidedly than our 
‘@wn people, and no section of this land is so 
thankful that they,have been settled as the south. 

- Much as they abbor the methods by which these 
Questions have been settled, they would prefer to 

~ have had the war seitie them than to have had 

them still pendiog without the war. In other 
words we should prefer the war without slavery 
than slavery without the war.”’ 

“As you do not agree with Mr. Davis’s views as 
to secession, and h’s constitutional disewsion of 
itin his work, does the historical any more nearly 
meet bis views?!"’

“I have pot yet read the historical portions of 
Mr. Davis's work. I have never taken. any part

" » Jthe the petulant statement was called out by the 
fect that General Johaston ‘regarded me as in 
some way responsible for his removal from his 
command after our interview at Marietta, near 


Atlanta. 

“What were the circumstances of that inter. 
view?’ 
“General Johnston, Governor Brown and 
_ ‘Senator Wigfall had had a coulerence, I think on 
‘the 27th of June, 1864, in relation to the impend- 
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plies to Lee's army as well as his own. General 
Johnston acknowledged the gravity of the situa 
tion, but thought there was no necessity for con- 
cern. He said Sherman could never take Atlanta 
by sesault. I replied (and it was the first and lest 
military opinion I ever gave) that he would not 
take it by amault, but that he would move his 
forces around to the south of Atlanta across the 
two lines of railroads which were then furuishing 
supplies not only to Johnston's but to Lee's 
army. 

“General Johnston replied, ‘I hardly think he 
will do so; but, if he should attempt that pian of 
attack, there will be a very bloody battl: before 
heyucceeded,’ ”’ 

“This expression of General Johnston's indi- 
cated to me that he intended to fight to hold At- 
lanta, although there has been a goed deal of 
talk tothe contrary. As soon at this conf -renge 
was ended, I repaired at Once to Richmond and 
laid all these facts before the president in great 
detail. ! believed that Johnston War mistaken 
as t) the length of time he could hold the Chat- 
tahoochee river. He was holding the line of the 
Kennesaw when we had this interview, and 
thought he could hold Sherman north of the 
Chattahoochee river nearly sixty days, but when 
I arrived in Richmond he was already crossing 
the Chattahoochee. 

“After my interview with Davis there Was a 
great deal of discussion in the cabinet as to what 
should be done, the majority favoring the re- 
moval of Johnston. Tinally it was decided to

‘ you surrender Atlanta withont a fight?’”’ 


“General Johnston replied: ‘Shall garrison 
Atlanta with state troops and attack Sherman on 
his flanks.’ "’ 
“This auswer was not eratisfactory to the cabinet, 
although I never said {t was not satisfactory to 
me, or that it was evasive. Mr. Davis was very 
much averse to removing Johnsto4, and was the 
last member of the executive department of the 
government to consent to it.’’ 

UPON WHOSE SHOULDERS? 
‘Were you consulted as to his removal?”’ 
“Yes, sir. Mr. Davis earnestly asked m2: for my 
opinion, but I declined to give it. Isaid I was 
nota military man and under no circumstances 
should assume the responsibility of recommend- 
ing the removalofa military officer. I did say 
that I >egarded itasa very serious matter to re- 
move a military commander like General Joha- 
ston, who had both the confidence of the people 
and ofthe army,as I knew General Johnston 
had. i have understood that General Johnston 
thought I was responsible for his removal, but I 
give you the facts.’’ 
“Did General Lee recommend Johnston's re- 
moval? _ 
“No, sir; General Lee’s opinion was asked, but 
he made no answer. Lee was aman who never 
assumed any respousibility outside of his own 
command. He never hesitated, however, when it 
was caked about any matter affecting that.’’ 
“How did Hood happen to succeed Johnston ?’’ 
“When it was decided to remove Johnston 
there was a great deal of discussion as to who 
should succeed him, and again both General Lee 
and myself refused an opinion. General Hardee 
ranked Hood, and when Bragg resigned as com- 


mander of the army of Tennessee 
at Dalton, he refused the command 
of the army and tld Mr. Davis that 


he had no ambitions above acorps commander, 
aud that his military capacity, in his opinion, 
did not extend to the command of anarmy. Gen 
eral Johnston wasthen appointed and when he 
was relicved, General Hood was chosen to suc- 
ceed him, although Hardee ranked him because 
of General Hardee's refusal to take the command 
at Daiton. 
“Did Hood fol ow Johnston's pian of battle 
with Sherman’’’ 
“That, Ido not know. General Sherman un- 
dertook to carry Atlanta by assault from the 
north, as General Johnston had anticipated. This 
resulted in the battle of the 22d of July, in which 
McPherson was killed. from which field yherman 
was Obliged to retire ’’ 
“Why did Hood evacuate Atlanta then?’ 
‘‘Because Sherman movesl his army around to 
the south and crossed the two railroads over which 
both Hood’sand Lee’s army received their sup- 
plies, and he was obliged to evacuate. Although 
‘Hood made the effort, he was not strong euough 
lo prevent Sherman from taking possession of 
these two roads, as the battle of Jonesboro dem. 
onstrated.’”’ 

THE TENNESSEE CAMPAIGN. 
‘How was it that Hood come to inaugurate the 
Tennessee campaign ?’’ 
“After the*battle of Jonesboro, President Davis 
notified me that he was to meet General Hood in 
conference at Palmettoand asked meto meet 
him. I went up from LaGrange and was present 
at the conference. At that time it became 
manifest that General Hardee was very much dis- 
turbed because Hood, his junior, had been placed 
in cOmmand over him, although it had been 
done, as Mr. Davis supposed, at Hardce’s 
own request. To quiet any unpleasantness, Beau- 
regard, who ranked both Hood and Hardee, was 
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tion with the south. Heexplained that Grant’s 
forces were Constantly increasing, and that he 
had unlimited supplies of men and munitions, 
both of whieh Getieral Lee lacked. He said that 


his arm’y was being constantly weakened by de-’ 


sertions and other causes, 

After General Lee had explained the situation 
about Richmond I put the question direttly to 
him: 

‘Will the fall of Richmond end the war?’’ 

“The old hero raised himselfin his chair and 
with a great deal of feeling, said. 

“*By no means; by no means. In a military 
point of view I would be satrongef after 
than before such an event, because it would 
enable me to make my own plan of campaign 
and battle. From a mora! aod political point of 
view the abandonment or low of Richmond 
would bea serious calamity, but when it has 
falien I believe I can prolong the war for two 
years upon Virginia soil. Ever siuce the conflict 
began I have been obliged to permit the enemy 
to make my plans for me, because obliged to de- 
fend the capital. When Richmond falis I shall be 
able to make them for myself. 

“No, General Lee never thought of surrender- 
ing until be found that he could not get hisarmy 
out and was obliged to.’’ 

“Was Davis angry at Lee’s surrender?” 

“Not thatI know of. Ihave talked with Mr 
Davis, fully and freely, onc only since the war. 
Not more than two years ago I spent a whole day

my life. I believe the relations between himself 
and Lee were not enly harmonious but cordial to 
the last.’’

The Late Meetiag of the A:ramecritcan In- 
stitute of Homeopithy. 
Special Correspyoudence Constitution, 

The American i: stitute of homce »pathy held its 
aunual session at Bighton Beach, near New 
York, June 14 17. 

This is the o‘:dest national medical body in this 
country, havyiug been orgaui’edtin lo44—thus an- 
tedatiug the American medical association (old 
school) more than two years. 

The fo lowing extract from the address of the 
president, Dr. Dowling, may be of general inter- 
est: ‘Notwithstanding abuse, our numbers have 
steadily increased. Oursystem has grown in pop- 
ularity, till now six thousand  pbhy- 
sicians practice in accordance with our 
law—or, perhaps, speaking more accurately, to 
tbe best of theirability in accordance with our 
law in the United States alone, and we iearn 
from the report of our bureau of registration acd 
statistics that we have eleven homceopathic col- 
leges, thirty-eight homceopathic hospitals, twenty- 
nine dispensaries, twenty-three state societies, 
ninety-two local societies, and some sixteen 
homeopathic journals; and in addition toall 
this, although homceopathy is not credited with 
the change, our methed of treatment is being 
generally adopted by the advanced members of 
the opposing school. If the statement made by 
your president for the year 1879, and renewed by 
this institute, that ‘‘one who only occasionally 
prescribes homcopathicall¥ is a homc@opathist’’ 
is accepted, our number would be more than 
quadrupled,’’ 

The institute is reported as in a flourishing con 
dition, with a membership of nearly one thou- 
sand. 

The elewen colleges are all reported in good 
cordition, with an aggregate of one thousand two 
hundred and fifty students in attendance; of these 
four hundred and thirty-one have been graduated 
the past year. 

Of thirty-eight hospitals thirteen have already 
reported o2e tuousand and seven beds, and the 
treatment of 13,877 patients, with a mortality of 
2 1-10 per cent. Many papers of v lue, in every 
branch of medicine and surgery, were read and 
discussed by the bureau, to which they were re 
ferred. Selécted ones will be published in e 
volume of transactions, which will bs of about 
one thousand pages, and of superior merit. 

Here is a part of what the president, in his ad- 
dress, has tosay With regard to the term “regu 
lar:’’ “Hom ceopathists have always, 
since the term owas introduced, objected 
to the exclusive use by the dominant 
school of medicine, as applied to them- 
selves of the word “‘reguilar,’’ and we have also 
taken exception to the use of the word ‘“‘irregu 
lar’’ as applied by them to us, and have claimed 
that there was no lvgal or rational reason for this 
misapplication of terms; contending most posi- 
tively that every regularly chartered medical col-

lege was a reguiar medical college, and that every 
graduate of such a college wasa regular practi- 
tioner of“medicine.”’ 

The late meeting was exceedingly interesting 
and pleasant, some of the accompaniments being 
a banquet at Hotel Brighton, an excursion given 
by,the president up Fast river to the homceopathic 
hospital at Ward's island (collation on board re- 
turning), and a banquet at Delmonico’s in New 
York, given by the New York Homeopathic So- 
ciety.

‘During this interview between Genera! Hood 
aud Mr. Davis a plan of campaign was agreed 
upon. It was that Hood should move to the 
north and take possession of the State road, over 
which all the supplies for Sherman’s army had 
to be brought. This would force Sherman to 
come out of his intrenchments and fight to keep 
his army from starving. In fact it was turning 
his own tactics upon him. The trouble was from 
the beginning of Sherman’s march to the ama that 
he could not be engaged in an open field, and 
our commanders always felt that he could not be 
forced to come out and give battle to our army 
that he could be whipped, and probably crushed. 
That was why the plan was to take possession of 
the road over which he got his supplies, fortify 
some good strong position and force him to come 
out and give battle. In pursuauce of this p!an 
General Hood marched his army from Marietta 
in the direction of Altoona, the point selec'ed for 
fortification. Sherman having evidently antici 
pated some such move had asmall force stationed 
at Altoona, which Hood attacked and before he 
could capture it Sherman had moved a large 
force to its support and the assault failed.It is said 
that this attack upon Altoona furnished the fist 
two lines of the popular air of ‘Hold the Fort.’ 
It is stated that when the attack was known 
Shermau’s word to the commander at Altoona 
was ‘Hold the fort for | am coming.’ ’’ 

JOHNSTO N'S INJUSTICE TO DAVIS. 
“Why didn’: Bood make an attempt upon 
some other point after failing at Altoona’’’ 
“That Ido notknow. It is claimed that his 
failures at Altoona showed that the morale and 
spirit of his forces had not sufficiently improved 
after the serious reverses through which they had 
passed to make another successful attempt 
Therefore Beauregard and himself planned the 
campaign into Tennessee with the expectation 
that Sherman would follow them and that this 
would get him out of his entrenched position and 
would also increase the spirit of his troops and 
their opportunities for success: Sherman did not 
perform his part of the programme and the re- 
sult is familiar history.’’ 
**] see that General Johnston thinks that Mr. 
Davis was responsible for Hood's action.’’ 
“That is a most unjust accusation, 
I have given you the factsin considerable detail 
to show exactly what part President Davis 
played in that whole transaction after General 
Johnston was removed. The difficulty with 
General Johnston is that he is suspicious, seif- 
willed and overbearing. Davis never had any 
ill-will towards Johnston, and removed him 
with great regret. He regarded Johnston 
as @ good general, and one of the best fighters in 
the army if he would only fight. He often said 
that if Johnston would make battle there would 
be no fault to find with his plans or their execa- 
tion. Johnston is very unjust to Davis.’’ 
“For what reason?"

STILL PUZZLING THE STAR*GAZERS;: 


The Astronomers Busy Making the Acquain~ 
tance of the Visitor—Speculations As wo 
Its Coming, Ita Stay, and 
Its Apprcaching Departure. 


New Yor, June 25—A reporter of the 
Tribune called on Professor Draper last 
night, at his house at Dodd’s ferry, on the 
Hudson, to learn how the comet might be 
expected to behave. ‘Considerable confu- 
sion had arisen,’’ said the professor, ‘from 
the discovery so nearly at one time, of twu 
distinct comets, The comet discovered by 
Dr. B. A. Gould, at the National o>. 


servatory at Buenos Ayres, is 
entirely distinct from the one just 
aunounced by different observers in 


this country. The comet visible in South 
America of course is no more to be seen 
here at the same time, than the southera 
cross. The two celestial hemuspheres are 
as distinct as the terrestrial.’’ ‘Is the 
comet just.observed in. the United States a 
new or old one?” esked the reporter. 
‘That is herd to say as yet.’’ was the reply;

interest to meis two-fold. First, the pos- 
sibility that it may b: photographed, and 
secondly, the facilities it affurds for a spec- 
trum analysis. No comet has ever been 
photographed, but I have the apparatus 
ready for the attempt to-night. I have 
already succeeded in photographing the 
nebu!z in Orion, which no one ever did be- 
fore, nor need after me, and to-night I hope 
to get the tirst impression of the comet. I 
iike to get a dig at those feliows across the 
waters. You see, the tail of this comet is 
very voluminous, thus increasing the facil 
ities for obtaining spectrum analys:s,”’ 

“Is the comet to destroy the wor'd this 


year?” 

‘‘A comet is of such subtle consistency 
that it would probably be dissipated by the 
atmosphere before it reached the earth. 
The nucleus might possibly make a little 
splash where it struck, but there is not the 
slightest danger to be apprehended. Mother 
Shipton doubtless selected 1881 at random. 
Ic isthe opinion that the matter of which 
the earth is composed is eiernal,”’ 

The sky atl o'clock this morning was 
cleer. Professor Draper's experiments, 
therefore, whieh are dependent upyn the 
weather, must have stood a fair chance of 
success. 

Cincinnati Times-Star 

Professor Stone, of the Cincinnati obser 
vatory at Mt. Lookout, states that he wade 
a very interesting observation of the celes. 
tial visitor this morning and is of the opin- 
ion that it is pot the comet discovered by 
Ponsini812 Thatshould, if now visible, 
be moving south or southeast, while this, 
on the covtrary, is moving north, and at 
the rate of about five degrees per day. 
Seen through the large telescope of the 
observatory it is an object of extraordinary 
interest; the nucleus is not, when so ob- 
served, placed at the excreme front, as it 
appears to the naked eye, but quite a per 
ceptible distance within, giving asoré oa! 
aureole of light forward of and surround 
ing the cometary mass like apn atmosphere 

The appearance of the comet and its tail 
may not inaptly be likened to what might 
be supposed to be the appearance of the 
earth if its atmosphere were to be rendered 
luminous and the earth then were to en- 
counter some resisting medium sufficiently 
dense to force the greater part of its atmos~ 
phere behind it in a long trail. 

What the comet and its train are is one 
of the debatable problems of astronomical 
science that is no part of the province of 


the daily newspaper to settle. Manv 
think that the comet is formed of 
planetary fragments gathered in a 


cloud or c'uster, but not cohering like an 
asteroid or planet, that possess their own 
orbit and revo[ve in great ellipses about the 
sun, and that as they come near this great 
source of light the heat of the latter is 
sufficient to reduce the cometary solids to 
gas or their constituary elements, and these 
float away in a cloud-iike mass such as we 
see and call the comet’s tail. 

It is by some a theory that this is of a 
gaseous nature, that from the nature of its 


components is acted upon by elec- 
tricity, and thus rendered luminous, 
instead of being lit up by the sun's 


rays. Bethat as it may, the nuc‘eus of our 
last night’s visitor was dense almost, in ap- 
pearance at least, as one of the planets, and 
shone with a steady light more resembling 
one than a star, but stars could be easily 
and plainly seen through the luminousness 
of its tail. 

Prof. Stone this afternoon stated to a 
Times-Star reporter that this comet is pos- 
sibly that of 1807, 

Bessel gave that a periodicity of 1,900 


years, and thought that it could 
not have one of over 2,100 nor 
less than 1,400. Of course if he was 


correct, this cannot be the same, but it is 
near the situation and moving in near the 
direction that would be if now visible, and 
seems to have strong intrinsic probabilities 
of being identical. 

It is the opinion of the professor that it 
will be visible if the sky is clear before 
midnight to-night, possibly as early es 10 
o’clock, as it wiil be above the horizon all 
night. He also thinks this the same comet 
referred to by Dr. Gould, formeriy of the 
Dudley o bservaiory, and row in the Argen- 
tine repu Dlic in Svuuth America. 

THE GREAT COMET OF 1807, 


To the editor of the New York Herald: 
Eveo upon the assumptien upon which the 
predictions of my communication publish- 
ed in the Herald of the 22d were based, the 
comet which is said-by Dr. Gould to be ap- 
proaching will be mact more favorably 
situated than seventy-four years ago, at 
which time its nucleus equalled stars of 
the brightest class, and it was said to be the 
finest comet that had apeeared for nearly 
forty years. Bat the facts aj»pear to warrant 
still brighter expectations. 

Dr. Goula’s telegram is dated June 1, 
hastening the period of its perihelion pas. 
sage by more than twv weeks, and the 
rough position he gives shows that the 
perihelion passage has already taken place 
in the most favorable part of its orbit, so 
that it is possible that the tail may now 
loom up in the northwestern sky on any 
evening. The orbit of the comet, if it 
could be seen from the earth on June 1, 
would not pass very near the position 
given, as condensed for a telegram; but 
the most probable time of perihelion pas. 
sage is June 21. A perihelion passage six 
days earlier would bring the comet at about 
“five hours” rigit ascension oa June 1; but 
it would be less than 20 degrees south, and 
éven a perihelion passage on June 21 makes 
it less than ‘30 degrees south ;” so that it is 
possible that even that date isa little too 
early. It wili ouly require four or five days 
after passing the prribetion for the comet to 
become visible, 1f as bright as before. Its 

ition will be about midway between the 

ipper in Ursa Major and Capelia. 

t is a little curious that the earth passed 
through the plane of the c»met’s orbit on 
the 19 h, so that if the comet had reached 
its node on that day, as perhaps it did, and 
if the tail had been long enough to reach 
the earth, as perhaps it was—one more ‘‘if,”’

visible in tne, nortan henisphere.”’ 

‘Have the people ary warrant to consider 
these comets as harbingers oi pestilence, 
wars or general calamity?” ; 

‘‘None in the least, but ignorant or super 
stitious people have always associated, aud 
always will associate their visits with the 
approach of dire evils. The Chinese are 
terribly alarmed at the approach of acomet 
as are all heathen people Why, an intel- 
ligent Washingtonian just asked me if this 
cold weather was not caysed by the ap- 
proach of the comet. The fear of comets is 
not confined to the ignorant.” 

“Could a comet, if it came too near to us, 
work any harm?’ 

“In 4he opinion of astronomers it could 
not. There is no possible danger. Evenif 
the comet's tail should hit us, it would do no 
harm—only treat us to a fine di‘pley of 
shootisg meteors. Even should the nucleus 
approach near to us it coukil do no harm. 
A planet can pull a comet out of its orbit, 
but a comet cannot disturb the motion ofa 
planet,”’ 

‘Are comets fast travelers?”’ 

“Very fast, and still it takes some of 
them 2,000 years and more to pass over 
their orbits, The earth, you know, travels 
from eighteen to nineteen miles a second. 
Well, acomet, if it is a good one, travels 
many, many times as fast.’’

The two loads of the shot gun was emptied 
into the left temple of the asvailant. Hoo 
ten came to Eatonton to give bimseif up to 
the authorities, but as there was no warrant 
and no charges, no bond was required. 
Since then, however, the relatives of the 
deceased have issued a warrant, and Mr. H. 
is expected to come in and give bond. The 
shootinggwas altogether in self-defense, as 
everybody believes.

A TALK WITH THE 


Who Declare that Children Die by the 
Paren 


Ignorance 
of Their ts, Who Fed Them 


The question of the health of children 
is one of the most important matters which 
can errest the attention of the people. 
There can be no doubt that much sicknes: 
and many deathsare the result of ignorance 
on the par. of mothers who know noth- 
ing of the rules of hygenie and allow their 
children to indulge in a course of diet 
which can result only in the loss of health, 
and perhaps life. Tus Constrrution pre 
septs this morning interviews with two 
prominent physicians of the city, who mov- 
ed by professional ethics, declined the use 
oftheir names, but are willing give 
the public the benefit of their knomei 
Tuey are gentlemen who have the iail cdwti_ 
detiee und Féspect hot only of Atlaouans, 
but of all Georgians, and their utterances 
are entitled to and always receive at 
tention. In reply to a rc quest for the best 
manner of caring for children during the 
summer months a kind M.D. looked be 
nigniy upon the reporter and answered: 

“There is no question about the fact that 


one oi the greatest sources of trouble with 
young children is the artificial food that is 
given them. There are many, however, 
who get along very weil with artificial food 
For children under two years of age where 
it is necessary to give food other that 
furnished by the mother, there is nothing 
better than cow’s milk. The great mortality 
among children of the age mentioned ts 
caused by impure air, impure water and 
wrong dieting. The fact is already estab- 
lished that cnolora infantum and diarrhees 
in young chi'dren are due to impure food 
and impure air, coupled with the excessive 
and rc flected hea’, such as we have in the 
cent rof the city. Heat is regarded as a 
fruitiul source of indigestion and disease. 
especially the reflected heit which we have 
in the mr seep tn oy of the city. In the 
suburbs the difficulty is not so great, and 
in some portions of the outskirts no. greater 
trouble is experienced than is found 
in the small towns. In regari to diet 
a child under two years old wants nothing 
as a rule, but milk, and sometimes a smali 
quantity of bread and a little rice. Cer. 
tainly no meats are suitable. They should 
eat no vegetables or fruit. Wheri artificial 
food has to be given infants, dairies should 
not be relied upon, or any adulterated 
milks given. They should be given milk 
from cows that are not allowed to run at 
large and drink the poisonous waters of the 
sewer branches.”’ 

‘‘What about exercise, doctor?’ 

“They should be keptin the open air, but 
notin the sunshine, it is astonishing to 
know the good results that follow sendicg 
children to the park or to Ponce de Leon 
springs. The exercise is reviving and 
should be taken advantage of. This applies 
to all children whose strength and age will 
allow it ”’ 

“How about bathing.’’ 

“Children should be bathed twice a day 
—morning and night—in tepid water.”

“What should be done with children over , 
two years of age?” 

“They can eat almost anything in mod- 
eration except green fruits and such other 
things as reasoh and common sense 
teach us are not good for them. They 
shculd not be allowed to eat be- 
tween meals, a4 can be allowed 
to eat ripe fruit at meal time. They should 
be given noice water, as it greatly injures 
the digestive apparatus Water shoula pot 
sit where they can get at it too readily as 
they are likely to drink too much while 
heated ftom exertion while playing”’ 

The second physi¢ian who was visited re- 
plied as follows to the queries that were 
propounded : 

“There has been a great deal of sickness 
lately among children from one to two 
years old. The trouble is bowel affections, 
and I think the deatli tate has been more 
than usually large. The causé of the sick- 
ness has been the great change from cold 
to heat and imprudent diet, Feeding 
children under one year of age on an indis- 
criminate diet when it should have been 
mother’s milk, or an exclusive milk diet, 
has been the trouble. Children from one 
to twoy ars of ageare fed on an indiscrim- 
nate diet when it should be chiefly of milk 
avd light, farinacious food. They should 
pot be allowed to éat vegetabies or fraits of 
any kind. Bread and milk shonld be the 
diet and the milk should be selected with 
the greatest care. The milk in the city is 
bad. The cows drink the sewerage water 
and the milk is rende 
unfit for use among. .children. 
Where a child is to be brougkt up 
by haod a cow shoiild be-kept and 
milked three times a day, and the strip- 
pings given to the child. The strippings 
should be well dilated with water—the 
younger the child the more watershould be 
used. The object is to give the child the 
minimum of casiene. The same result may 
be obtained by letiing the milk stand half 
an hour, and drain off the u half 
and give the other to thechild. This is an im- 
portant matter, and children kept on the 
milk diet will generally escape sickness 
The t mortality comes from ignorance 
in dieting children. They should have 
water in moderation but no ice water.
